Orange, Riverside, and 
San Bernardino counties. 

A large percentage of the 
men were non-Catholics and, 
as a representative from River¬ 
side put it, many had been 
agnostics while practicing al¬ 
coholism. 

“None of us profess outstand¬ 
ing religious lives, but we all 
try to practice a spiritual life,” 
the man from Riverside said. 

In" keeping with the neces¬ 
sary anonymity of the organi¬ 
zation, Retreat Director Fr. 

Isidore O’Reilly, C. P., asked 
that no names be published. 

The Alcoholics Anonymous 
spokesman said, however, that 
“we in AA accept a power 
greater than ourselve.s. I, as a 
non-Catholic, came to this re¬ 
treat to improve my conscious 
contact with God through pray¬ 
er and meditation." 

He said AA members do not 
consider themselves above or 
below any one else. Each man 
at one time was afflicted with 
a "vicious disease—an alergy 
of the body coupled with a 
mental obsession.” 

"Men and women of A A al¬ 
ways remember that they are 
just one drink away from be¬ 
ing a drunk. And a person who 
ha.s been sober only 24 hours is 
just as good a member as one 
who has been sober for 24 
months.” 

The representative said he 
has made more than 500 talks 
before church, service, social, 
civic, and educational groups 
during the 42 months he has 
been a member of AA.

To a large number of resi¬ 
dents, the fire department and 
the interests of the fire depart¬ 
ment are of minor importance. 
As long as we keep away from 
fires, they will become less and 
less concerned. 

Too many people lean toward 
this attitude in most of their 
daily business. In a town 
where nothing ever happens, 
they say why worry about a 
fire department? 

That’s what they think. Let’s 
hope that we never have a fire 
Of any size to convince them of 
the necessity of adequate fire 
protection. It does appear, 
though, that the only way that 
such persons can be made to 
realize how necessary it is to 
be prepared is to have a tragic 
fire. 

There is no guarantee that 
we will not have a serious fire 
in Sierra Madre. The only thing 
we can do is think about it all 
the time and do everything to 
prevent it. We CANNOT get 
slipshod on the subject. 

Every resident and all busi¬ 
ness persons are sincerely ask¬ 
ed to take time to look over the 
place and remove anything 
that hints of fire. It may not 
look dangerous, but if it is in¬ 
flammable, it is bad. 

Fire spreads rapidly and if 
fuel for fire is scarce, there is 
much better chance of it pass¬ 
ing by your premises. The men 
of your fire department are 
willing to aid in any way that 
they possibly can to remove 
fire hazards. 

The season Is now at hand 
when tall weeds and high 
grass will burn. All that is 
nece.ssary to ignite the stuff is 
a stray cigarette or a careless¬ 
ly thrown match. Embers from 
open fires are now liable to 
soar into another yard. Remove 
the weeds and the danger less¬ 
ens. 

Make certain that the screen 
of the incinerator is in good 
condition. Keep the incinerator 
clean and burn only papers and 
such that burns without odor 
or smoke. If possible, do not 
do any open burning. Such 
burning is ALWAYS dangerous. 
If we were all careful, open 
burning done at the proper 
time and place would not be so 
hazardous. But we MUST abide 
by rules to protect us from 
those who will walk away from 
a simmering fire without com¬ 
pletely smothering it—or those 
who fall to make sufficient 
clearance around the burning 
area. 

The social life of your fire 
fighters changes according to 
moods. A new idea that struck 
home occurred last week when 
about seven of the boys got to¬ 
gether around the new table in 
the fire quarters. The discus¬ 
sion was not always about how 
to extinguish fires. 

There were times when mat¬ 
ters got hot enough to start a 
fire. “Mo” Thomas spoke well 
on the value of calling, while 
Harold Spears insisted on rais¬ 
ing everything from flowers to 
buildings. Mercer Duff agreed 
on everything. He said it was 
bad night. Jimmie Tyler said 
that he was satisfied as mat¬ 
ters were and that he had no 
squawk. 

Joe Grippi, at the end of the 
table,, showed some lovely fig¬ 
ures that denoted profit. He 
said it was in the cards to have 
beautiful pictures. Jim Heasley 
agreed with him. 

After the meeting, the group 
appeared at Brig’s burger stand 
and what was to be a sandwich 
and coffee turned out to be a 
fair dinner, according to those 
who paid the bill. (Not com¬ 
plaining, boys.) 

This Friday will be drill 
night (May 12). The Chief 
wants better attendance and 
more drilling. It is very impor¬ 
tant that all members attend 
drills. We are in a position 
where much responsibility 
rests. The entire city that has 
grown is under our protection. 
We cannot take It lightly. Each 
member is expected to be ably 
acquainted with the region in 
which he dwells and be able to 
find weak spots.

Sooner or later the PE will 
give us busses, but along with 
them—or before—it certainly 
should plan for better service. 

When I came here 23 years 
ago, rates were much lower 
and we had better service after 
dark. Now more than twice as 
many people live along the 
line, between the San Marino 
Station and Mountain Trail 
avenue, and if service were 
more frequent most of them 
would much rather go to Los 
Angeles and Pasadena by train.

School Board Candidates 
Issue Campaign Remarks 

The three candidates for the Sierra Madre City School Board were introduced and given an op¬ 
portunity to express their views last night at a panel discussion conducted at the school. Because of 
press-time limitations, the NEWS was unable to cover this meeting in full. The candidates, therefore, 
were asked to submit these advance summaries of their remarks for publication. 


Nuetzel 

I am extremely interested in 
all forms of education and par¬ 
ticularly education in Sierra 
Madre. Recreation also is a 
nece.ssary part of education be¬ 
cause a healthy body aids a 
■great deal in creating a healthy 
mind. 

Since our school bond issue 
carried so successfully, my in¬ 
terest in seeing the new build¬ 
ing erected has developed pro¬ 
portionately. I feel that the tax- 
payers should have a represen¬ 
tative on the board who has 
had .some building experience. 
Slight as it may be, I have 
within the past two years su¬ 
pervised the construction of 
four hou.ses in Sierra Madre at 
a cost of slightly more than 
$4.'5,000, or roughly half the 
co.st of the now school building. 
I do not feel that we should 
allow either the builders or 
architects full and ab.solute 
control of our funds but that 
wo should keep our fingers 
tightly clenched around the 
Ijur.se strings—and it is the 
School Board’s responsibility to 
do this. 

If elected ,I will u.se every 
resource at my command to 
see that what experience I 
have’ had in building is not 
wasted. I believe that my ex¬ 
perience on the City Council 
will he of value in letting con¬ 
tracts, accepting bids, and so 
forth. I feel that we should not 
desecrate the lovely building 
we now have, and I plan to 
see that this is not done. 

In the past, I think that the 
school has been and is at pres¬ 
ent beautifully kept. But I do 
feel that the playground could 
stand a little more attention. 
Mute evidence are the worn- 
out shoes and skinned knees 
and knuckles of the many chil¬ 
dren who must play there. A 
little grass well planted with¬ 
out an automatic sprinkling 
system would do a lost to cure 
this situation. 

The so-called doubling of 
sessions to me is unheard of. 
I feel that this can be avoided 
by rotation of vacations, there¬ 
by allowing a full school year 
rather than the present nine- 
months schedule. This would 
prevent weak eyes, frayed 
nerves, and confusion in gen¬ 
eral, and until completion of 
the building would act as a 
stop gap without Injuring 
either teachers or students. 


Haymaker 

Education is as old as man. 
The stone-age man educated 
his children in the art and 
science of survival. His first 
needs were to secure food, shel¬ 
ter and self-protection. As he 
progressed he developed newer 
and better methods of acquir¬ 
ing the necessary food and 
shelter. All these developments 
were reflected in his education. 

Education today is still the 
same, a proce.ss of learning the 
skills, arts and science neces¬ 
sary to meet our immediate 
personal needs as well as the 
responsibilities of a complex 
society. 

Our present public school 
■system is based upon the ex¬ 
perience of hundreds of years 
of formal education. During its 
evolution the principles of ed¬ 
ucation have remained the 
same. The changes have been 
in the development in tech¬ 
nical subjects taught, and in 
newer, more efficient methods 
of teaching. Some new methods 
were tried which proved suc- 
cessfui, and .some were aban¬ 
doned becau.se they were not. 
Regardless of other changes, it 
is my firm belief that we must 
emphasize the importance of 
the “Three R’s,” ever bearing in 
mind that they are the basic 
tools of our entire educational 
.system. 

The problems of today's 
school administrators, and 
their governin'g boards do not 
differ in principle from prob¬ 
lems encountered a hundred 
years ago. They must, as al¬ 
ways, reflect the thoughts and 
wishes of the parents and tax¬ 
payers who are responsible for 
their existence. They must re¬ 
main alert to significant trends 
and changes, yet always main¬ 
tain the fundamental stand¬ 
ards of our school system. 
They must be fair to the teach¬ 
ing staff, honest with the par¬ 
ents and taxpayers, and under¬ 
standing to the requirements 
and financial ability of the 
community. They must operate 
on sound business principles, 
and must not be influenced by 
revolutionary, reactionary or 
hysterical groups within or 
without the community. 

Unless we, as citizens, par¬ 
ticipate in our public school 
activities, we can not main¬ 
tain a school which meets the 
needs of our children and the 
requirements of our commun¬ 
ity. 


White 

This is a community where 
a contested school board elec¬ 
tion is a healthy sign of a 
growing community interest in 
the welfare of the school—and 
nothing more than that. I feel 
confident that ony one of the 
three candidates for the school 
board would do an acceptable 
job. 

A good school has a direct ef¬ 
fect on the market value of our 
real estate. The premium which 
Sierra Madre property brings 
on today’s market is supported 
not only by our mountains, by 
our water, by our people—but 
by the reputation of our 
schools as well. 

I am not going to discuss 
the pros and cons of the mod¬ 
ern curriculum for the simple 
reason that a local school 
board, by law, has no direct 
control of the course of study. 
But the school board does have 
a direct influence on the suc¬ 
cess or failure of a local school. 

A building does not make a 
school. A school is made of 
teachers. We have two ways of 
getting good teachers. One is 
by paying an adequate salary; 
the other is by making the 
school a good place to work. 

We in Sierra Madre have 
maintained a salary schedule 
that is in line with the other 
neighboring districts. We must 
continue to attract and hold the 
best teachers available. 

We have another Incentive 
to offer teachers that not all 
districts are fortunate enough 
to possess. Our school has won 
a reputation among teachers 
as being a good school to work 
in. 

During the current teacher 
shortage, with five vacancies 
to fill for the coming year, we 
received 35 applications, all ac¬ 
ceptable, many outstanding. I 
think we can be proud of that. 

We have paid for this and 
shall continue to pay for this 
within the legal tax limit. Of 
the 88 school districts in Los 
Angeles County, 81 have higher 
elementary general tax rates 
than Sierra Madre and the end 
is not in sight. But we, in Si¬ 
erra Madre, will continue to 
live within our means. 

I would like to reassure you 
about the scholastic standing 
of the school. By the achieve¬ 
ment tests in the basic skills— 
the "Three R’s’’—^Sierra Madre 
students are the equal of stu¬ 
dents from anywhere in the 
Pasadena system—and superior 
to the national average.

"The Peabody Sisters of Sal¬ 
em,” by Louise Hall Tharp is 
not only delightful reading, but 
Informative as well.
